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BMK RESTRICTS HURRICANE 
WARNING SERVICE IN SOUTH 


J ACKSONVILLE, Fla., J une 27 .—(UP)—War con­ 
ditions, which hav e silenced the radios of American ships 
at sea, may seriously impair the efficiency of the federal 
hurricane warning serv ice this summer. 
The service hitherto has depend- ’ 
ed largely upon radio reports from 
ships in plotting and predicting 
the paths of tropical disturbances. 
This year the service is forced to 
rely almost entirely upon reports 
from 30 land stations scattered 
throughout the Carribean area. 
In the past radio reports from 
ships passing in the neighborhood 
of the Cape Verde islands, have 
enabled the service to spot 
a hurri­ 
cane in its earliest stages, and by 
constant check , to warn vessels 
from its path. Today the Cape 
Verde region is reported infested 
with German raiders and sub­ 
marines. 
A single 
radio signal 
from a ship passing through the 
area might be an invitation to 
doom. 
Waters Also Mined 
The S. S. Robin Moore was sunk 
a short distance from the birth­ 
place of tropical storms. Navy 
hydrographers have also reported 
floating mines in the same waters. 
The Cape Verde islands a r e a - 
west of Dak ar—launched 
such 
furious storms as the ’26 Miami 
hurricane, the Palm Beach storm 
of 1928, and the 1938 New Eng­ 
land hurricane—the most destruc­ 
tive in history. 
The weather bureau’s hurricane 
ex perts, who go into action each 
June, are prepared to do more 
guessing than ever in predicting 
probable courses of tropical storms 
as they develop. They hope and 
ex pect, however, to be able to give 
12 hours warning to any spot on 
the Eastern coast lying in the 
path of a storm. 
24-Hour Basis 
The 
Jack sonville 
forecasting 
center and the Jack sonville divi­ 
sion of the U.S. Coast Guard co­ 
operate in maintaining the service 
on a 24-hour day basis. Private 
teletype circuits are used to speed 
warnings from the Florida k eys 
along the Atlantic coast to Wash­ 
ington. Advisory bulletins are is­ 
sued periodically to radio stations, 
newspapers and news services. 
Coast 
Guard’ 
communication 
truck s, equipped with short wave 
radio facilities, rush to danger 
areas to be ready to substitute for 
disrupted communications systems 
if necessary. 
Cutters herd small boats to safe 
mooring places and stand by to 
pick up stragglers or be ready to 
aid in rescue work if needed. 
The actual work of forecasting 
and plotting hurricane course is 
done in the Jack sonville office of 
the weather bureau by a staff of 
seven meteorologists, directed by 
W alter J. Bennett, bureau chief.

Now, if a dentist is 
drafted into the army as a private, 
he can apply for a commission.

Army Requirements 
“This situation arises because 
the army has filled its dental 
corps. The army now has a dentist 
for about every 1,250 soldiers. 
Even so, the law says that the 
dental corps in the army could be | 
large enough to provide a dentist 
for every 500 soldiers. 
“There aren’t enough dentists in 
civilian life now. There are only 
72,000 dentists in the nation of 
130,000,000 people. It’s important 
to the defense effort that the 
steel work er and the defense in­ 
dustry work er be k ept healthy so 
that he can work . The Associa­ 
tion holds no brief for the in­ 
dividual, but it does believe that 
the dental sk ill he possesses should 
be used in a way that it will bene­ 
fit the country most, and surely 
that isn’t carrying a gun or dig- 
private.”

I are putting on the word “ cooperation” is very , 
CHICANERY IX THE SCHOOL BUDGET?

This total, $47,000, is the money that the Santa 
Ana school sy stem has as “ ex tra,” but which w ill 
be spent unless there is a protest on the part of 
informed citizens. Yes, and another $17,000 on top 
of that probably w ill go the way of a good many 
tax dollars unless there is a protest. 
Here is how’ it is figured: last y ear the schools’ 
operated on a budget calling for $2.0081 tax on 
every $100 of assessed valuation. The tentative 
budget calls for $2.0435 on every $100 assessed 
valuation. 
N ot bad. thinks the tax pay er, not bad. Only three 
and a half cents over last y ear’s tax . 
Here, however, are a few of the “ catches.” The 
school administrators already have said the ele­ 
m entary schools had too many teachers and lop­ 
ped off seven of them. This ought to be a saving 
of approx imately $10,000—but nex t y ear’s budget 
is higher than last y ear's. 
The proposed budget calls for spending ap­ 
prox im ately $20,000 for salary increases which 
has already been calculated into the budget. Hence, 
there has been a cutting somewhere else to pro­ 
vide the $20,000 and still not move the tax rate 
more than three and a half cents over last y ear. 
Last y ear the budget carried an item of $1,000 
to go toward the districts’ share of the cost of 
building bleachers at the high school—an item of 
seven cents on the tax rate. The bleachers were 
not built nor is there any likelihood of the federal 
government “ coming through” with the rest of the 
money to build them. But does this mean that the 
$17,000,000 is dropped from the budget and the 
tax rate lowered? Guess again. 
“ The men and women who have to work to pay 
the tax es didn’t make much of a fuss about the 
item the last time so let’s leave it in the budget 
again and at the end of nex t y ear w e will have 
twice $17,000 clear profit to spend for whatever 
we want," seems to be the attitude of the board. 
“ As long as people who are working to produce 
money for tax es are willing to accept increases 
in tax es, let’s give them to them,” m ig ht easily 
be the motto of the school board. 
We agree that it is a lot of bother to study over 
a 12-page budget containing a lot of rows of fig ­ 
ures. Budget reports are dry and unentertaining 
things. But when budgets are translated into dol­ 
lars, nearly 50,000 of them, we are talking a 
lang uag e that nearly any one can understand. And 
every one knows that dollars spent by any govern­ 
m ental body are paid for with the sw eat of the 
man who works. Those of us who go along from 
day to day , doing our job and adding a little to 
the world’s wealth are the ones who must pay the 
bill. 
With the federal government spending billions, 
it may seem “ sm all potatoes” to worry about the 
ex penditure of a sum like $50,000. But it could be 
saved and at a time when government costs are 
g oing higher and higher, every penny is going to 
count. 


Another aspect of the proposed school budget is 
that the school administrators made it up. They 
knew there would be a public outcry if they cut 
the budget by $47,000 and then asked the public to 
vote a bond issue for $47,000. They knew th a t, 
there was a good chance that the voters would 
not approve of the issue. It is much easier to just 
leave the $47,000 in the budget and then, when it 
is wanted for a new junior college site or some 
other special ex penditure, it w ill be on hand and 
nobody w ill worry about the money being spent. 
If this is the attitude of the school administra­ 
tors—that the man who pay s the tax es is too 
stupid or too indifferent to care—then, as con­ 
scientious educators they should make every ef­ 
fort to teach them to care what happens to their 
money . But to deliberately “ hide” $47,000 in a bud­ 
g et is chicanery of the worst sort.

J ust think of that! Here we live in the United 
States of America, sing ing parrot-like at all pub­ 
lic meetings, “ America the land of the free and 
the home of the brave.” And here we have a man 
holding office, telling those people who have ab­ 
stained and saved and sacrificed and g reatly ben­ 
e fite d mankind in furnishing them cheaper indi­ 
vidual transportation than any other country in 
all the world, that they are to have the m anag e­ 
ment of their affairs taken out of their hands! 
And they are having the m anag em ent of their 
affairs taken out of their hands when the g overn­ 
ment attem pts to establish prices at which they 
can sell their services and w ag es they can hire a 
man. 
Certainly that is a distorted m eaning of the 
word, “ co-operation.” It is the very antithesis of 
freedom. And y et we propose to go into war to 
fig ht Finland, Sweden and France and all the 
rest of the countries that w ill not define freedom 
the w ay the N ew Dealers define freedom; that is, 
without principle and changeable w ithout notice.

THE PRICE OF IMMUNITY 
(Wall Street J ournal) 
When labor unions were weak, it became a 
kind of a fashion even in conservative leg isla­ 
tive bodies to grant them special ex emptions from 
certain laws. 
It was not long before this same 
philosophy took hold of local administrative offi­ 
cials so that in many cases they practically sus­ 
pended the enforcement of ordinary police powers 
when unions or their officers were concerned. 
It 
w ill be informative at least, to see how far we have 
gone toward creating a privileged class. 
A labor union can invade a plant and destroy 
the property of the employ er without the guilty 
members running any g reat danger of being called 
to account or without the union running any 
g reat danger of being forced to pay damages. 
Labor union members can block highway s, 
eng age in phy sical violence to the point of murder 
and it is unusual that they pay any penalty for 
an action which would and should send another 
individual to jail for a long term. 
A labor union cannot be enjoined in federal 
courts, even when its intention to commit vio­ 
lence is unmistakable. 
A labor union has been held not subject to 
the anti-trust laws. 
A labor union may be headed by a Communist, 
but if an employ er say s as much to his employ es, 
he is in danger of being cited for law violation. 
A labor union can sign a contract, which its 
members may break in a day or a week, and for 
practical purposes the employ er is without re­ 
dress. 
I he w onder is not that in a few outstanding 
cases labor leaders have taken full advantage of 
this immunity from the law. 
Rather it is that 
the g reat mass of American industrial workers 
have 
conducted them selves with decency and 
restraint 
Most of them do prefer the counsel 
table to the picket line. 
Most of them prefer to 
be law-abiding. 
Most of them keep their con­ 
tracts. 
But this country happens to be in a situation 
where “ m ost of them ” is not enough. 
The deeds 
of the ruthless, the reds and the racketeers are 
obscuring the rest of the picture. 
Congress is 
being driven into action and the action may be 
ill-considered and unpleasant, not only for labor 


unions but also for those who believe that Gov­ 
ernment coercion is not the rig ht w ay to resolve 
matters in a democracy . 
The plain fact is that we don’t need any new 
laws. 
W hat we do need is the repeal and the 
modification of some that we have. 
And above 
all, what we need is the honest enforcem ent of 
laws ag ainst violence. 
In the long run the attem pt to retain special 
privileges results in special penalties.

is unique as w ell as gratify ing . 
“ It does not seem possible that ex penses such 
as I had mentioned to y ou could be absorbed if we 
had not advertised Ivory soap alm ost continuously 
since 1882,” he said. 
“ I feel that the developm ent 
was made possible only because an advertised 
brand was leading the way and because there w as 
a leg itim ate profit for achievement. . . 
“ Please remember this: W ithout the advertising 
that created broad consumption for the popular 
brands, there would have been no profits to plow 
back into the business. 
And, with no profits, 
there would have been no crop of developm ents 
and improvements. 
I make this statem ent cate­ 
gorically : Any industry that is backward in de­ 
velopm ent is costly to the public at larg e.” 
Perhaps we have said things equally as strong 
in favor of advertising; our recollection isn’t per­ 
fect.

German war has brought more 
than ever to the forefront two 
y oung 
diplomats 
who represent 
the 
two 
belligerents, Ambassa­ 
dor 
Constantin 
Oumansky 
of 
Russia * and Charge 
d’Affaires 
Hans Thomsen of Germany . 
Both are about the same age, 
in their early forties, both are 
ex tremly able, both play an ex ­ 
trem ely different role, and neith­ 
er circulates very much in W ash­ 
ington society . 
Thomsen, born of a Norwegian 
mother and married to a Hun­ 
garian wife, 
sometimes is sus­ 
pected 
of anti-Hitler 
leanings 
This suspicion has been increased 
by his w ife’s unconcealed dislike 
for Hitler. 
Frau Thomsen has 
declared that she would not go 
back to Germany if her husband 
were recalled, as long as Hitler 
is in power. 
Actually , 
however, 
Thomsen 
is a loy al N azi and a close friend 
of H itler’s. 
He happened to be 
in the Foreign Office when H it­ 
ler first cam e into power, and 
served for some tim e as liaison 
officer between the new Chancel­ 
lor and the Foreig n Office. Quite 
a bond of friendship grew up be­ 
tween them. 
* 
Likewise, Ambassador Ouman­ 
sky is close personally to 
the 
dictator 
of his 
country , 
J osef 
Stalin. Oumansky once was chief 
of the press bureau in Moscow, 
in other words, chief censor, and 
came 
into 
close 
contact 
with 
Stalin. 
Oumansky 
and his wife 
are 
g reat students of American life 
and politics, and know this coun­ 
try as well or better than most 
diplomats. 
They have not cir­ 
culated 
socially 
since 
Russia 
made her ill-fated alliance with 
Hitler in 19 39 , but the Soviet 
receptions once were famous for 
caviar, 
vodka and rich 
viands 
rivaling 
any thing

the ornate day s of the Czar. 
Oumansky and Hull 
Oumansky 
has had 
frequent 
contact with the State Depart­ 
ment, especially last summer and 
fall, when Sumner W elles was

The Chemung County Board of 
((Superv isors, which has jurisdic­ 
tion ov er the Harris Hill area, re­ 
cently banned use of any of the 
soaring facilities to aliens 
“ of 
Axis inclinations” unless they hav e 
written approv al of the War De­ 
partment or Federal Bureau of 
Inv estigation. 
The ban was en­ 
acted to safeguard secrecy of any 
dev elopments in soaring science 
which im y be demonstrated before 
gov ernment officials here. 
It was an expert from Germany , 
Dr. Wolfgang Klemperer, whose 
inv estigations brought 
attention 
to Harris Hill as a “ perfect start­ 
ing point for motorless flights. 
During the first soaring meets 
here, Germans and German-trained 
pilots predominated entry lists. 
Peter Riedel Not Entered 
One o f the most outstanding 
contestants in recent y ears has 
been Peter Riedel, attached to the 
^German Embassy at Washington. 
Riedel, howev er, has announced 
that he will not seek permission to 
compete this y ear, because, he 
say s, “ it's a national meet, not in­ 
ternational.” 
The new military importance of 
the soaring art, as perfected by 
Germany 
and 
recently 
demon­ 
strated by the Nazis in the Crete 
conquest, has quickened military 
interest in what once was regarded 
as merely sport. The War Depart­ 
ment has assigned six officers to 
observ e the forthcoming contests 
to determine the v alue of soaring 
planes 
in 
training power-plane 
pilots as well as an arm of defense. 
Major awards awaiting winning 
pilots this y ear will be the SI,500 
Edward S. Ev ans silv er trophy 
carry ing with it the title of “ na­ 
tional soaring champion,” and the 
Warren E. Eaton Memorial trophy , 
of equal v alue, to be awarded for 
the most outstanding contribution 
to the art, sport or science of 
motorless flight. 
The Ev ans tro­ 
phy is the gift of Edward S. 
Ev ans of Detroit, who was instru­ 
mental in introducing soaring in 
the United States after the World 
War. 
Awards on Point Basis 
Ev ents in which points will be 
awarded to determine champion­ 
ships and awards at the conclu­ 
sion of the two weeks of competi­ 
tion include altitude, distance and 
duration flights, and flights to pre­ 
announced destinations.
